On October 9, 2019, Southeast Division Patrol officers responded to a radio call of Assault with a Deadly Weapon 
Suspect at 419 East Century Boulevard. Upon arrival to the call, officers entered the fenced yard of the residence. 
As officers were checking the exterior premises, a pit bull emerged from the back of the residence. The pit bull ran 
in the officers’ direction, causing them to redeploy backwards. While backing away, one officer unholstered his 
service pistol and discharged two rounds in the direction of the dog to stop his advance. The pit bull was struck 
and fell to the ground. A responding unit transported the pit bull to the Department of Animal Services where it 
was then transferred to an animal hospital in the City of Torrance. The dog is currently receiving medical 
treatment. 


No officers were injured as a result of this incident.
